12 Sec. 2. Section 35A.3, Code 2011, is amended by adding the
13 following new subsections:

23 Sec. 3. Section 35A.5, subsection 12, Code 2011, is amended

27 adopting rules, the department shall submit proposed rules

28 to the commission for review and approval pursuant to the

29 requirements of section 35A.3.

30 EXPLANATION

31 This bill relates to the duties of the commission of veterans
32 affairs.

33 The bill requires that rules proposed by the department of

34 veterans affairs be approved by the commission of veterans
35 affairs prior to adoption. The bill strikes the requirement
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that the commission disapprove a proposed rule by a 2/3 vote
of the commission.

The bill requires that the commission provide guidance and
recommendations to the department on the annual budget and
on changes to the budget during the fiscal year. The bill
requires that the commission consult with the department on
the training of executive directors and administrators of the

county commissions of veteran affairs.
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
